217 (copy attached), which estab- 
lishes a special five -man House Committee to Investigate 
Tax Exempt Foundations with a special emphasis on deter- 
mining which foundations are using their resources for un- 
American and subversive activities. In all probability the 
Committee will be chaired by Congressman Carroll Reece 
(R, , Tenn. ) 


2. As far as can be determined, Mr, Reece does 
not intend to put out dragnet questionnaires to all Counda Jti o n * 
or to look into the activities of the major foundatio n^ as such. 
His primary intention is to investigate a very ac* 
foundations in which there is some indication $£ 

for subversive activities. 1 believe that co fife r~ 

tion will be directed at the Twentieth Century Fond aadalso 
at the tax exempt features of the League for Industrial De- 
mocracy.
